For Hepatitis 

Sporadic coses of Infectious 
hepatitis have been reported by 
physicians throughout MorIc Val- 
ley, reports Keith Harvey, acUns 
director of the aouthcentral dls- 
Irlcl health unit. 
Harvey notes the disease can 
ke on epidemic proportions If 
uncontrolled and has been en- 
demic in the valley for several 
years. 

The dUease is an inflamatlon of 
the liver, caused by a virus, and Is 
contflRlous with children more 
susceptible than adults. Harvey 
advises It often Is difficult to de- 
'ect ns It takes from 10 to K days 
.fter exposure for the disease to 
develop, 

Symptoms Include sllRht lever, 
with weakneu and tired fcellnR. 

Sometimes Uie Infected person 
gels B yellow color In the eye 01 
skin, but this ts not always pres- 
ent, Tlie dLieasc Is sometimes mis- 
taken for flu, 

Tlvt dlstttse can be »erlou.'<, Har- 
vey slates. If not properly treated 
by a doctor, it can cause lastlnji 
dnmnRe to tlie liver. Some people 
feel weak and run down for a year 
or more If they do not rccclvt 
proper medical care,

Russ Say Envoy Met 
With American Agent 

JIOSCOW, Oct. 19 (UPD— The Soviet Union charged 
tonight that ousted U. S. embasny Attache Russell Lan- 
KcUc handed espionage , instructions to "an Ameriian 
agent who is nt present in the Soviet Union." It said that 
"Langelle u.icd tils utay in the USSR to carry out intelli 
pence work." LiinKoUe, his vfifc nnd their three children 
left Moscow this evening for Amsterdam after they hati 
been ordered expelletl from Ru.ssia. The RuHsians rejected 
a U. S. protest and pave 
them three days to got out. 
The .17-yenr-old Langello 
was the security officer in 
the U. S. crabnsny. 

Tlie Soviet news oRcticy Taia 
carried a report tonlBht by the 
USSR ministry of foreign affairs 
,whlch said tliat LanRelle had t>een 
ej:peUed'"alnce hta actions were 
IncompaUblB with thrstatus of an 
accredited member of dIpIomaUc 
peraonnel." 

On Oct. 10. the Russian state- 
ment snld, Langellc "had n secret 
meetlne In Moscow with an Amer- 
ican agent who is nt present In the 
Soviet tJnIon and to whom he 
handed instrucUons concerning 
further espionage work, coding 
equipment nnd a largo sum ' 
money." 

"During this mcetlnR, both pnr- 
Uclpants were apprehended by the 
competent Soviet organs whUe es- 
plonaRe material was removed 
from their possession," the state- 
ment said. 

It concluded by soyloB that "the 
USSR minister of forelRn affairs 
drew the attention of the U, S. 
embassy to the Inadmlssablllly of 
similar actions on the part of the 
diplomatic staff of the embassy," 
The statement sold that the 
Russlims suggested last Friday, 
thnl LanRelle should leave the 
Soviet Union. 

When the Langelles left Moscow 
this evening, a crowd of 50 Amer- 
ican weU-wiihera turned out 
see Uiem off.

But the group also denounced 
Latin -American dictatorships. ' 

President Elsenhower founded 
the assembly when he was prcsl' 
dent of Columbia university, /t- 
tendlng this year's session at Anicn 
house were OS leaders of govern- 
ment, education, Industry, busIncM 
nnd labcr. 

Awamesa Urged 
The unanimous report called for 
'a heightened awareness ot what 
, (Latin America) means to us poUt. 
Icnlly, economically and culturally.' 

It aald Latin America is this 
country's largest trade ores, sup- 
plying about 30 strategic materials. 
"In any but a swltl and completely 
destructive nuclear war, inler- 
Amcrclan cooperation Is vital to 
the survival' ot western clvllizo' 
tion," the reporfUded. 

TUmlng to the problem of dic- 
tators, the assembly said the United 
States should nvold helping any 
dictatorial regimes but ahould 
nevertheless strive to raise the liv- 
ing standards, education nni 
health of people under "these (j";

Now thai the Chinese Communist regime 
In Pelplnff lias attained Its 10th birthday, 
thc-irec world, taking a hard look, can ar- 
rive aC certain conduslons. 

For one thing, we Icnow now that com- 
munism In China 15 not a fly-by-nlght thing 
that will blow away at the first sign of In- 
ternal rebellion. 

. The Reds are there to stay for a long time. 
■ They have (he means to supprcaa revolt. 
No evidence exists, furthermore, that to- 
day there arc any real seeds of rebellion. 

The deep peasant discontent over the 
establishment of the communal system in 
agriculture— a foisting of barracks living on 
a people wedded (hrougrh centuries to the 
family structure— can hardly be translated 
Into action against the government, though 
It has forced modification of the com- 
munes. 

Secondly, the record in this lO-ycar period, 
of Red rule does not support those who be- 
.lleve that, with cautious nurturing, we may 
wean Pelplng away from its ties with Mos- 
cow. 

Events suggest that Pelplng la more hos- 
tile, In the active sense, than Is Moscow 
toward the Wcjt. 

While the Russians have cased countless 
restrictions, while Nlkita Khrushchev plays 
at wooing the West into agreements (on his 
own terms, admittedly), Mao Tsc-Tung and 
his stiff-backed colleagues freeze us out 
totalJy and preach hatred ot America, and 
Its friends. 

To what extent this represents an arti- 
ficial theme designed to goad teeming 
China Into extraordinary effort, no one 
can say with confidence.

In Red China's decade, Russia has of 
course been well boxed in by NATO and the 
nuclear threat. Still It is a fact that while 
the Soviet Union was not adding a square 
mile of new soli to its orbit, Pclping did 
these things: 

Fought the Korean war and retained 
practical control of North . Korea when it 
ended. Flayed a material role and exercised 
similar control In CommunlsE North! Viet 
Nam. Took over Tibet and squelched a re- 
volt in brutal style. Stirred further Jlcd 
aggressions in Laos and along the Indian 
lino. 

Free men have no reason to eat of the 
^Irthday cake Jn PeJplng. Tlio harsh total- 
itarlans who celebrate 10 dark years are 
deeply entrenched. They are not our friends. 

And nothing we can do is likely to con- 
vert them. 




TOO CLOSE FOR COMFORT 

We often hear that one of the prime rea- 
sons the Russians want to do something 
about West Berlin Is that It is an uncom- 
fortably prominent ahowcasa of freedom, 
planted within Communist borders. 

It could he this Is also a factor with the 
Red Chinese in their desire to conquer free 
Formosa in the Far Pacific, To be sure. It 
lies IIS miles off the China coast, but that's 
close enough to be embarrassing. 

.And there Is embarrassment for Pelplng 
In the record built, by Nationalist China 
during the 10 years Chiang Kai-shek has 
controlled the big Island. 

Formosan farmers enjoy living standards 
far above those on the mainland who have 
been herded Into Red communes. Their food 
yield per acre Is the highest in the world. 
And with the help of America, 80 per cent 
of SOOjOOO Formosan farm families own their 
own land. 

Industrial .development geared to con- 
sumer needs— not military requirements- 
has proceeded apace. Today the Island's 
economy Is growing at a, rate of 4 to 6 per 
cent a year. Use of electricity la widespread. 

Schools, health programs and other serv- 
ices advance steadily. 

By every sensible measure, these have 
been 10 years of progress. Pclping can 
hardly say the same, lor all Its effort.
